At Harold Weisberg *s request, I am enclosing all the relevant documents 
I have (not in the 26 volumes) concerning the FPCC literature distribution 
at the 0.3.3. Wasp on June 16, 1963, plus a summary mono. It would be nice ■ 
to find pictures of "Oswald" at this incident. 

I am also enclosing a mono on the FBI's non-investigation of Oswald's 
use of the 544 Camp Street address. ('Weisberg has the Archives documents 
and the correspondence of mine referred to there; he will make them available 
to you.) The only innocent explanation I can think of it that the FBI just 
botched it before the assassination and then instinctively covered up. (A 
similar reflex coverup may explain the apparent retyping of one page of the 
contents of Oswald's notebook to remove Hosty's name; I believe Harold has 
pointed this out to you . ) However, the 544 Camp business discussed in my memo 
may be quite important. 

I think I have put most of my information in these memos, but I would 
be glad to discuss these matters further with you if you wish.
